Rev. Hamm's "style" seems to one 
peculiarly his own, but one that car- 
ries a conviction jof the great 
earnestness of the man behind it. 
Pie has a well-modulated yoice of great 
carrying power, and ,can be distinctly 
lieard all oT«r the anditorinm. 

The nightly ae »f lc o s hare been 
attended from the initial meet- 
i and the crowds seem to increase 
1 ciiily. until last night the big build- 
ing vvas filled to its utmost. They 
came on foot and in all manner of 
coa.cyauces, and seemed to be glad 
that they were there. 

The choir, made up of three hun- 
dred trained voices, culled from the 
best available musical talent of all 
the dwiominational churches of the 
city and county, under the personal 
diroetlon of Mr. Ramsey, the choris 
tcr of the ot«uftization.. is a splendid

THREE-STORY BUILDING 

IN RICHMOND COLLAPSES. 

The large building in Richmond, 
known as the Masonic Temple, col- 
lapsed Saturday morning a^aut 8:30 
o'clock. The building was a three- 
story one. The lower floors were oc- 
cupied by the R. C. H. Cortngton 
Company, clothing and men's fur- 
nishings, while the second floor was 
used fbr the fntemtty^and a dtace 
hall, while the lodge rooms were lo- 
cated on the third floor. It is not 
known what caused the collapse of 
the building, as it was remodeled and 
modernized about flve years ago. It 
was located on Main street on the 
most frequented comer of the city, 
and it seems almost a miracle that 
none of the employes- were hurt, as 
the building is now a wreck. 

The crash caused inuch excite- 
ment and was heard several blocks 
away. The building was valued at 
about $15,000 and owned by the Ma- 
sonic order. The damage to it will 
possibly be from $8,000 to $10,000. 
The Coyiitipton Company carried a 
stock valued at $25,000, all of which 
is more or less damaged. The cloth- 
ing company leased the large rooms 
in the new Clay building and began 
moving its stock, while the owners of 
the building set about to repair it.

EARLY WAR NEWS. 



GERMANY PAVING WAY FOR 
PARLEY. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.— Germany 
has suggested informally that the 
United States should und^take to 
elicit from Great Britain, France and 
Russia a staiemeat of the terms un- 
der which the allies would make 
peace. 

The suggestion was made by tEe 
Imperial Chancellor, Von Bethmann- 
Hollweg, to Ambassador Gerard at 
Berlin, as a result of an inquiry sent 

by the American Government to 
learn v^hether Emperor William was 
desirous of discussing peace, as 
Count Von Bernstorff, the German 
Ambassador, and Oscar Straus re- 
cently had reported. 

No reply was made by Emperor 
William himself nor did the Imperial 
Chancellor indicate whether or not he 
spoke on behalf of hid monarch. Am- 
bassador Gerard cabled President 
Wilson tiie Chancellor's remarks from 
recollectSdn, which iraa tubst^&tially 
as follows: 

"(Germany was appreciatirje of the 
American GoTomment's interest and' 
offer of services in trying to make 
peace. Germany did not want war, 
but had it forced on her. Even if she 
defeats France, slie must likewise 
vanish Great Britain and Russia, as 
all three have made an agreement not 
to make peace except by common con- 
sent. 

"Similarly, England has announced 
through Premier Asquiih and lier 
diplomatists and newspapers that she 
intended to fight to the limit of her 
endurance. In view of that determin- 
ation o|i the put of Great Britain, 
the United States ought to get pro- 
posals of peace from -the allies. 

"Germany could accept only a last- 
ing peace, one that would make her 
people secure against future attacks. 
To accept mediation now would be in- 
terpreted by the allies as a sign of 
weakness on the part of Germany and 
would be misunderstood by the Ger- 
man people, who, having made great 
sacrifices, had the right to dMsand 
guarantees of security." 

The above is all that Ambassador 
Gerard communicated as to his con- 
versation. He added only the brief 
comment that he, himself^ thought 
the way mii^ ponlbly be opened to 
msdiatlML 

Presldeni; Wilioii referred to the 
Chanceller's conmBaUon' as non- 
commital and inpidental to the ac- 
knowledgment of the Amerioaa Qov- 
emment's inquiry. The Pr es ident in- 
dicated that he rather expected a re^ 
ply to the inquiry to be sent event- 
ually from the Emperor himself, 
though he realized that the Imperial 
Chancellor may have consulted his 
monarch by telegraph before talking 
informally with the Amerieaii. Ambas- 
sador. 

President Wilson took no action as 
a result of the message, waiting to 
hear from Ambassador Gerard wheth- 
er anything of a more formal char- 
acter could be obtained by him which 
the United States might communicate 
to Great Britain, France and Russia. 
It was understood that neither the 
British or French Amtuutsadors, who 
are in Washington, were informed 
officiallay or unofficially by Secretary 
Bryan of the conversation between 
the Imperial German Chancellor and

WILSON REFUSES TO RECEIVE 
PROTEST OF GERMAN- AMER 
ICAN SOCIETY. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. IS.— Presi- 
dent Wilson to-day declined to receive 
Horace L. Brand, of Chicago, who 
come to present messages from sev- 
eral German-American organizations 
protesting against the charges of 
atrocities made by the Belgian com- 
mission against the German armies. 

The President took the position 
that he had already refused to per- 
mit natives of other belligerent coun- 
tries living in the United States to 
discuss the war with him and that 
the messages of the German-Ameri- 
cans were not of the same nature as 
those brought by the Belgian com- 
missioners. He planned to write a 
letter to Mr. Brand explaining that 
his recent statement on neutrality 
addressed to the American people 
should apply equally to all living in 
America. 

The President is understood to be 
deeply disappointed over what he 
feels is disregard of his neutrality 
statement He is determined to 
check, as far as possible, continued 
efforts of natives of European coun- 
tries living in Americs; to take sides 
on the question. He does not believe 
such citizens should publicly take 
sides.

Entre Rloa, Argentine, S. A.— Some 
time ago a young Brazilian attending 
the Univeralty of Illinois told me that 
in many portions of his country four- 
fifths of the people could neither read 
nor write. One finds ^ state of 
things throughoot Soath AfMCiea, 
though in some conntries, Ifke Jfinx- 
guay, the percentage of illiterate Is 
QOt so ^reat. The women are scarcely 
schooled at all. Women in South 
America are far down on life's scale, 
among the cheap things of no impor- 
tance. They are so regarded by the 
men and so regard themselves, says 
Katherine Reynolds in Chicago News. 
Truly tlie poor opinion that these 
women haye of themselves almost 
takes one's breath away. 

Not long ago I was talking to my 
cook. She is a native of Uruguay, and 
unlike the vast majority of domestics 
can read and write. One day I found 
her plowing her way through "Don 
<4uixote." That interested me and we 
talked. I found her exceptionally 
bright and of a thoughtful turn of 
mind. I drew her on and was sur- 
prised to hear her express very sane 
ideas on South American politics and 
economic conditions. The girl is an 
indifferent cook, but she would make a 
splendid teaeher of political economy. 

Slie gave me mvch interesting in- 
formation and told me many signifi- 
cant aac-tdotes bearing on the liie of 
these people. But what astounded me 
was her closing remark. 

"Tliat, senorpt," she said, "is only 
what I think and know and is ^ 
course of no importance whatever* for 
1 am most certainly only a woman, not 
a patriot. And a woman cannot, of 
course, know anything of these things." 

So it seems that only men are patri- 
ou here. National patriotic holidays 
are not women's bolldays. Woman 
suffrage Is in these lauds only a faint, 
ridiculous sort of far of! echo. Indeed, 
if you mentioned it even the women 
would look at you with a smile of pity 
for yonr idiocy in even dreaming that 
such a thing could be. 

In all these countries the top layer 
of society is overeducated. This social 
cream, takins much of its style and 
temper and education from iBngiand. 
apes English aristocracy and scorns 
work. The young South American is, 
as a rule, sickeuingly effeminate. The 
girls, overdressed, overrouged, aping 
the costumes ot a Parisienne, are very 
often startling looking creatures to 
American eyes. They, too, are fitted 
only for society, and know as yet no 
way in which to earn a living. The 
masses have as yet only the crudest 
sox^t of industrial education. 

There are trades here for men and 
in the cities one finds fairly competent 
masons, carpentere and all other arti- 
sans working under an eight-hour law. 
But outside of the cities you see less 
skilled men and the wholly unskilled 
peon Working from sunrise to sunset. 
Here there Is no eight-hour law. Toil 
for these men begins with the first 
faint streak of dawn and lasts into dim 
twilight. And for this they are paid 
15 cents an hour in our money. 

So when you go to a grocery store 
and discover that crude, dirty granu- 
lated sugar is 11 cents a pound and a 
small bar of cheap toilet soar, the 
three for a quarter kind at home, costs 
these people 80 cents and that coal is 
$15, gold, a ton, and seven «eent cali- 
co 35 cents a yard you Wonder how 
they 'live at all. 

The only cheap thing in the Argen- 
tine republic is meat — beef and mut- 
ton. Pork, ham and bacon cost very 
nearly their weight in gold and are 
the greater part of the year impossible 
to get. And when you do get the 
native pork you usually throw it away. 
It is badly cured, spoiled in part and 
horribly spiced with garlic. The be6f 
and mutton are really dear if you 
consider their poor quality, the care- 
less cutting and filthy delivery. You 
pay 35 cents paper (an Argentine , dol- 
lar is 44 cents in our money) for a kilo 
—which is about two and ^a fifth 
pounds. ; 

You cannot order a sirloin or porter- 
house steak or a proper roast because 
butchering here is an unknown art. 
The animal is hapked up in any weird 
fashion and you get merely nameless 
chunks of meat. Such a chunk is im- 
paled every morning on a sort of a 
big wire safety pin and carried with- 
out a scrap of paper about it through 
the hot, dusty streets. Sometimes the 
delivery boy playfully drops it into 
the filthy dust and -hands it to you 
smothered in dirt. Every time the 
meat man comes you just naturally 
look snmftd for the dog. 

The animal whose flesh you are 
forced to buy is probably killed the 
night before or that very same morn- 
ing. When yon come to this bit of 
knowledge you no longer wonder that 
the meat is tough and flavorless and 
you know« too, why so many of these 
meat eating natives h|ve stomach 
trouble. 

If life In these places Is hard for 
men it is a thousand times more so for 
the women. T&ere are at the present 
time only a few occupations open to 
women here. They may be domestics 
or river washerwomen or factory 
hands. 

As a domestic a girl seldom gets 
more than thirty pesos,, or abent t^r-

Editor BOURBON NEWS: 

Since the opening of the present 
campaign conducted by what is 
known as the "wet and "dry" forces, 
I have been an interested but si- 
lent witness. 1 have read the many 
articles on both sides which have ap- 
peared from, time to time in the Paris 
papers, and I have studied both sides 
of this most important Qaeatkm with 
great car^. 

I have almost passed the alloted 
thr«e score years and ten, and with 
the exception of a very brief intenral 
it has been spent in God's Hower 
garden, the county of BourbOTi. I 
love the State of Kentucky, and its 
people, who are the greatest on 
God's footstool. It grieves me to 
know that some of niy well-meaning 
but ill-advised brothers have seen 
fit to bring this argument before the 
people at this time, for it never fails 
to breed discontent, turmoil and bit- 
terness among jpeople, and very often 
brother is arrayed against brother, 
with wounds being iniiicted that only 
years cdn soothe and heal. 

Personally I am opposed to the ex- 
cessive use of Uqnor. At <me time in 
my life I was what might be called a 
"victim," to the habit, but through 
the help of God and my ownjefforts, 
I conquered it. I have not tasted a 
drop in over twenty years, except in 
case of sickness. 

But I am in no wise opposed to the 
moderate use of liquor. I am in fa- 
vor of high license, and the well reg- 
ulated saloon. But what interests nie 
more than any other -side of this 
question is the subject of taxation i 
am a property owner in a small way, 
and during my long residence in 
Paris I have seen taxation increased 
year by year, slowly, gradually, but 
sure, until it has become a burden 
to the man with ordinary means, and 
a positive hardship to the poor. I am 
opposed to oppressive taxaticm In all 
its forms. 

1 am iniormed that the city of Paris 
and County of l^ourbon togather de- 
rive over twenty thousand dollars 
from the licensed li(iuor tratfic. The 
total taxes which tlu' Government de- 
rives from the State of Kentucky for 
rho manufafUn-e and .-ale of liquor is 
an onormoiis sum. 

The President has call'^d for an im- 
'mediate raise of $100,000.t;H(t in rev- 
enue, and it has been suggested b^ 
the Ways arid Means Committee in 
charge of the bill <.o place a heavy 
tax on liquor: ^ ^ 

If this is done and liquor is voted 
out of the State, then who can fortell 
but that a land tax will be assessed 
tor the up-keep of the government. 
This great amount of money has got 
to bo raised, and if whisky is voted 
out of the various States, something 
else will have to be taxed to meet 
the dieficiency. This is not a time 
for experiment, but a time for serious 
and conservative thought.

Smoke i.s caused by failure to burn 
the combustible ga3e8 that arise when 
Fuel Is expaaed to the'flama. ike edi- 
tor of Power describes these gases as 
'a complex mixture of various hydro- 
carbons, from some of which carbon 
separates on cooling in the form of 
lampblack, or soot. The Mnokier fuels 
also give off tarry vapon, wbich con- 
Sense and help to gather the carbon 
particles into flakes or 'smuts.' 

"For the burning of these gases as 
they a,re ervolved from the coal, three 
^(mditions must exist: Air must be 
supplied abore the fuel bed, the 
temperature must be high enough to 
insure ignition, and there must be 
lime or space for combustion before 
the mixing currents of gas and air are 
oaoled by flowing into or among the 
tnbaa of the boUer." 

Firing coal in large quanties pro- 
duces so much gas that neither air 
supply nor combustion space Is great 
enough for its burning. Therefore coal 
should be ^ut on in smaU quantities at 
Crequent Intervals.

Leaning Tower of Piea. 
This celebrated belHower ia aita- 

atcd in the city of Pisa, Italy, and was 
built during the twelfth century by 
the German architect, William of Inns- 
pruck. It is cylindrical ii shape, 50 
feet In diameter. 172 feet high, and 
leans about fourteen feet out of the 
perpendicular. It Is entirely of white 
marble, and consists of seven stories, 
divided by rows of columns. The top, 
which Is surmounted by a flat roof and 
ui open gallery, oommandlng a splen- 
did Tlew of the surrounding country 
is reached by 300 steps. The tower 
was not originally intended to lean 
but the foundation settled more on one 
side than on the other until it reached 
the present Inclination, whioh It has/ 
maintained with aearcely any percep- 
tible Increase for hundreds of years.
